PRIMNEY AND GRESHAM IN FAVOR 


' mr. Cleveland Will Probably Throw 
His Influence for One of Them. 


 QURLISLE WILL NOT BE A CANDIDATE 


Vice President Stevenson and the Party 
May Interfere with the Plans of the 
Administration—Adlai Is Strong. 


Washington, September 5.—(Special.)— 
‘Will it be William C. Whitney or Walter 
Q. Gresham?” 

That is the question which is being asked 
by politiciaus and statesmen on the in- 
side 
Of course it means which will be the 

sext democratic nominee. 

One of these two men will be the ad- 
ministration’s candidate before the next 
national democratic convention. 

Mr. Cleveland would be satisfied with 
either. It is with Mr. Whitney to decide. 
ff he wants to be a candidate, Judge 
Greshain will not enter the contest and the 
administration will throw all its strength 
to bring abous the nomination of Whitney. 
Should he decline. however, Judge Gresham 
will be the ac:ainistration’s candidate. 

After tae cabine: meeting the other day 
this question came up. There were present 
Secretaries Gresham, Carlisle, Bissell, 
Olney, Lamont. Morton and Smith. The 
question came up over some mention of Mr. 
Whitney’s name, and even Mr. Lamont, who 
is the closest friend in the cabinet of the 

of the navy, didn’t know 
whether he desired the vomigption, It 
was agreed, however, should Te express 
snch a desire, that all would be for him. 

Secretary Smith mentioned that if Mr. 
Whitney did not desire it he believed Judge 
Gresham would be the strongest man in 
the country before the people and that he 
sould get the nomination beyond the shadow 
of a doubt. Mr. Cerlisle stated that re- 
sorts to the contrary notwithstanding, he 
had no idea of being a candidate. 

The matter was discussed in a casual, 
almost semi-jocular way, but since that 
day there has been a good deal of talk 
aboutt by individual members of the cabi- 
net and nearly all of them are agreed upon 
such a plan as is outlined above. The only 
man the administration friends of Mr. Whit- 
ney and Judge Gresham fear is Vice 
President Stevenson. They believe him to 
be very strong with the people, but with 
‘he influence of the president and his cabi- 
1et against him they believe his popularity 
ean be overthrown. 

There. was never a case in the history of 
the country where the president and vice 
president were on particularly intimate 
terms. Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Stevenson 
are not exceptions to the general rule. Up 
to date the influence of the vice president 
with the president in matters of appoint- 
ments bas aniounted to but little. While 
they are on apparently friendly terms, 
they are not intimates by any means. Mr. 
Cleveland has never called upon the vice 
president for advice, and so far as the ad- 
ministration is coneerned, Mr. Stevenson 
has not been consulted upon any question. 
Mr. Cleveland looks upon him simply as the 
presiding officer of the senate—nothing 
nore.

In Fighting Hamor. 

The silver fight is beginning to wax warm 
in the senate. Both sides are now maneu- 
Vering for advantage and both sides seem 
anxious for a test vote. This afternoon 
during Mr, Stewart's speech Senator Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, interrupted to suggest an 
executive session. Mr. Stewart consented, 
Stating that he wovld conclude his remarks 
tomorrow. Immediately the anti-free coin- 
age and republican senators objected. They 
Wanted Senator Stewart to conclude his 
Speech this evening and not to occupy an- 
Other day. They therefore called for a 
yea and nay vote, but were defeated by_a 
Vote of 35 to Z8. ‘lhe senate decided to go 
Into executive session and did so. The 
Silver men Claimed this as a victory, though 
48 4 matter of tact, it was not. Nearly all 
the unconditional repeal democrats voted 
fo go into executive session. The fight is 
80 Warm in the senate that almost every 
Yote tuken is claimed by some to be a 
test vote. Wuring the last day or two the 
Silver men scem more disposed to fight 
than they have heretofore, and it may be 
several] weeks yet before a vote is reached.

STEWART AG'INST THE REPEAL BILL. 


——— 


He Makes a Long Speech aod Is Repeatedly 
Interrupted. 


fWashington, .September 5.—After some 
routine business, Mr. Voorhees offered a 
resolution that on Thursday and until further 
orders the daily hour of meeting shall be 11 
o’clock a. m. He asked that it lie on the 
table, and said he Would call it up tomorrow. 

Mr. Fanlkner gave notice that he would 
submit some remarks on the repeal bill next 
Friday. 

Mr. Morgan introduced a concurrent reso- 
lution for the appointment of a joint com- 
mittee of the two houses—seven seuators and 
seven representatives. These together are 
to» constitute a joint senate committee on 
financial affairs. The chairman is te be 
chosen by the committee by ballot. Ti is to 
hold its sessions in the capitol or such other 
place as the majority may direct, with 
power to hear witnesses and to employ 
stenographers; eleven members to constitute 
a quorum to do busfbest. The committee is 
te examine into the financial aud monetary 
condition of the goverument and people of 
the United States. The cummittee is to 
examine into these subjects and to report 
upon them; the full or partial demonetiza- 
tion of legal tender silver coins and the 
ratio which should be established between 
them and gold coins; the revision of laws 
relating to legal tender so as to prevent un- 
just discrimination in the several 
money; the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on 
the issue of state banks; the actual causes 
of the present embarrassed condition of the 
people and the national banks, and what 
further legistation is mecessary to prevent 
national banks from abusing their powers 
under the law. Tht joint committee may 
appoint snheommittees, of not less” than 
four members, three to constitute a quorum. 
which may sit in any place in the United 
States and take testimony , 

The resolution was, at Mr. Morgan’s re. 
quest, laid on the table to be called up by 
him hereafter. 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Allen. calling on the secretary of the treasury 
for information as to the redemption of 
silver certificates in coin, was taken up and 
referre| to the committee on finance, as 
was. also the joint resolution tniroduced by 
Mr. Cockrell, on the 21st of August, for 
the issue of additional gold certificates, 

Mr. Peffer then took the floor aud finished 
the speech which he had begun yesterday 
in support of his amendment for the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at the parity 
of 16 to 1. 

Intecrupting Senator Stewart. 

Mr. Stewart addressed the senate In op- 
position to the repeal bill. He began his 
speech with a history of the closing of the 
European and American mints to the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, of the conference 
held at Paris to consider the unification of 


coins, weights and measures, and of the de- 
monetization act of 1873. He intimated that 

(a a ne Cn 
Mr. Sherman's vote against that bill was be- 
eanuse he knew it would pass and wanted to 
«conceal from the senate a knowledge of the 
fact that it omitted the silver dollar from the 
jist of coins. He claimed to have shown 
ihat the leading members of the two houses 
who were present during the consideration of 
the bill were ignorant of the fact that the 
silver dollar was omitted in the conférence of 
the mint laws. Coming to the platform of 
the republican and democratic parties on the 
subject of silver Mr. Stewart declared that 
he saw no difference in the position of the 
two. He could trust neither. The admin- 
‘stration of Presihent Cleveland was doing 
today just what he predicted in the canvass, 
demanding the repeal of the only law that 
recognized silver as a money metal. The 
Sherman act had. up to this time. inflicted no 
injuries unon the country, but had rather 
been beneficial and had. according to Mr. 
Sherman’s own claim, prevented a panie in 
1999. The bankers’ panic. he said. has heen 
fnongurated to force congress to demonetize 
silyer. The co-operation of Gladstone and 
Cleveland was to degrade silver. the former. 
by suspending coinage in India and the latter 
py refnsine to ohev the mandatory law to 
purehase four and a half million onnces per 
tnonth. The machinations of the banks and 
af the bondhalders had erented dire dietress 
in the country. The immediate dnty of the 
honr was to relieve that distress. There 
was on honest remedy. and there was a dis. 
honest remedy. The. honest temedy wes to 
restore stiver, or if that conld not he done.

MILLS RESUMING WORK. 


IRON 


Thousands of Men Given Employment. 
Banks Opening Their Doors Again, 
and Paying Out Cash. 


Washington, September 5.—Innumerable 
dispatches tonight indicate that a general 
resumption of business in the manufactur- 
ing plants in the north and west has 
begun or js in preparation. This is par- 
ticularly marked in the cotton factory 
section of New England and iron working 
plants ‘n Pennsylvania and Ohio, also in 
the miscellaneous industries of Philadel- 
phia and New York. 

AT WORK AGAIN, 
Several Large Manufacturing Factories Re- 
sume Work. 

McKeesport, Pa., September 5.—Yester- 
day the National Tube Works Company 
resumed operations in another puddling de- 
partment, comprising twenty-two furnaces, 
and this morning the continuous rolls of 
the finishing department resumed. The 
fouremen and employes of three furnaces of 
the butt weld department have been noti- 
fied to prepare for resuming work tomor- 
row, and a few men have been placed at 
work jn the yards of the blast furnace 
plant of the same company loading pig iron 
for shipment. These departments have 
been closed from four to ten weeks. About 
2,000 men are now at work in fhe plant, 
where only fifty were employed three weeks 
ago. 

Lowell, Mass., September 5.—The in- 
grain department of the Lowell Manufac- 
turing Company started up to day. The 
cotton department of the Hamilton mills 
also started and the print works will 
start Monday. uae

New York Informs Southern Banks That 
Money Is Ready. 

Memphis, Tenn., September 5.—All the 
banks in this city were notified yesterday 
by their New York banking connections 
that they are pee to ship all the money 
necessary to Memphis to move the cotton 
crop. This news was received with joy by 
the local financiers, who regard the finan- 
cial stringency in this section as a thing of 
the past. The cotton crop will begin moy- 
ing in earnest about September loth. If 
the receipts are favorable several million 
dollars will be distributed in this section 
this month.

A SPLIT ON PROHIBITION. 


Republican Prohibitionists in Iowa Hold a 
Conveution and Pat Out a Ticket. 

Des Moines, Ia., September 5.—The republic- 
ans, who are prohibitionists, the most im- 
portant political question beforé the people 
of Iowa, held a state convention today and 
parted company with the regular republican 
organization for the remainder of the cam- 
paign by nominating @ candidate for governor 
and repudiating the liquor plank adopted at 
the August convention. Calvary taberaacie 
contained 300 delegates and 1,500 yisiturs 
when the convention assembled this morning. 
Banners containig quetatious favorabdle vv 
prohibition from past republican piatforms 
were conspicuous. 

The platform contains this declaration: 

“It is not the design or purpose of this 
convention to organize a new political party, 
or to abandon any political views or senti- 
ments we have heretofore individually main- 
tained, but it is our purpose to repudiate, 
in the most emphatic manner, the doctrine of 
local option or saloons or any device by which 
the saloon may -gafn a legalized existence in 
lowa.”’ 

The proposition to nominate a candidate 
for governor provoked a lengthy but one- 
sided debate the sentiment of the convention 
being plainly in that direction. 

B. F. Wright, of Charles City; Bennett 
Mitchell, of Dennison, and L. 8. Coffin, of 
Fort Dodge, were suggested for governor. Mr. 
Coffin is at some point in Virginia. It was 
not known that he would accept. Finally 
the convention concluded to chance it, and 
nominated Mr. Coffin by acclamation. He 
has been prominent in the republican party 
for many years. He served three terms on 
the board of railroad commissioners and has 
been identified with the movement {n favor 
of safety train appliances. 


ROANOKE GOES DRY. 


After a Very Warm Contest the Local Op- 
tionists Carry It. 

Roanoke, Va., September 5.—The local op- 
tionists won in today’s election by 142 ma- 
jority, in a total vote of 3,509, thereby carry- 
ing the city against licensing the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors. The vote was the closest 
in the third ward, where it stood 462 for the 
jocal optionists and 499 for those in favor of 
the continuance of high license. The “drys” 
run up their largest majority in the first 
ward, in ‘which the greatest number of col- 
ored voters reside. The eleetion was the 
most exciting one ever held here, the con- 
test having been very vigorously carried ou 
for the past two months. The ministers were 
ail on the side of local option, and promi- 
nent iawyers and business men opposed the 
movement. It is estimated that the city 
will be deprived of upwards of $20,000 direct 
revenue by today’s election.

Mr. Cleveland Add the Delegates to the 
Pan-Americap ical Congress. 


Washington, Septemfer 5.—The president 
of the United States g@ve a graceful welcome 
to the Pan-American ongress, whose four 
days’ session commenc@l in the national capi- 
tal today, and the bt ess of the gathering 
was entered upon un the most favorable 
conditions of weather, @ttendance and public 
interest. The parquet/ of Albaugh’s opera 
house, where the comugress met, was well 
filled, and the gallerfesjalso had an attentive 
audience, including magy ladies, at 10 o'clock 
a. m., when Dr. Willi Pepper, of Philadel- 
phia, took the chair. e band of the Third 
artillery occupied the weual place of the stage 
orchestra anu enliven the preliminary pro- 
ceedings with familiar @irs. 

Many of the more pramiinent delegates took 
seuts on the stage, b the others occupied 
tne body of the tmeater. There were prob- 
avly between SUO und 1,00U doctors in at- 
tendahce, 

Shortly after 10 o’elock a. m, President 
Steveland passed from #Pehind the scenes in 
front of the stage, eseerted by Dr. Pepper, 
aud was greeted with- hearty applause. He 
wore, as usual, a biag& Prince Albert coat, 
tigutiy buttoned over Dis figure, displaying 
nv undue tendency to @rpulence. The presi- 
dent walked with a fir step; his face wore a 
Pleasant smile and eb he subsequently 
spoke his voice was @fen clearer and more 
resonant than avhen ge addressed the as- 
sembled thousands from the eastern portico 
of the capitol in the memorable snow storm 
of the 4th of March lagt. 

Mr. Clevelund’s persg@nal appearance was 
observed with “paieewaad interest, many of 
the foreign delegates Gn the body of the 
theater standing up t@ get a good look at 
him. The band, as ugual, played “Hail to 
the Chief’’ until the pe sident took his seat. 
Then Dr. Pepper cal upon Bishop Paret, 
of Maryland, to invoké the blessing of Al- 
mighty God upon the vonference. 

Bishop Paret, wearigg his episcopal robes, 
came forward and the audience reverentLy 
rose. Opening his inva ation with the Lord’s 
prayer, he briefly implored the divine blessing 
upon every effort for the advancement of 
sound medical learning and usefulness and 
— with a benediction. Dr. Pepper then 
said: 

“It is in accordance with the deep interest 
taken by the government of the United States 
in the organization and success of this con- 
gress that our honored president has kindly 
come this morning, in the exercise of his 
function, to open formally the first Pan-Ameri- 
can medical congress. have the great honor 
of presenting President Cleveland.’’ 

At once stepping forward and without wait- 
ing for the applause which greeted him to 
subside, the president. speaking without 
manuscript or notes, said: 

“The part assigned me on this occasion ad- 
mits of few words. It. however, affords me 
opportunity to say how pleased I am*to be 
in any way related to an assemblage such as 
this. called together im furtherance of. the 
highest and noblest parnoses and desires. 

“tT hope I mav also he permitted toe add 
that the protection of the public health and 
the prevention of contagious diseases are ob- 
jects pronerly brought’ onder consideration at 
the canital of a nation Whieh appreciates 
fully the serious importance of evervthing 
which aids in making imtercourse hetween 
etvilized countries and commerce between 
them safe and ensy. (Applause). 

“Tt Is also fitting that these who devote 
themselves to. saving homan life and the alle- 
viation of human esvnfferives, should consider 
the modes of reaching these heneficent ends 
at the seat of a rovernment owhose rreatest 
regard te the welfaee and happiness of an in- 
fivtdunl citizen. (Applanse).

TOO MUCH RED TAPE. 
The Government Boucht War Ammunition 
and Did Not Get It. 

Washington, September 5.—There was an 
echyv of tue late uupleasaniness with Chiii in 
Lhe senate yesterday, and a curlous exalupie 
of official red tape opstTuction. Secretary Her- 
bert seut au ietter to the senate in which be 
says: 

“In view of the relations between this gov- 
ernment ana that of Chul, growing out of 
the mistreutment of the crew of the United 
States steamship Baltimore by a mob at Val- 
paraiso in Uctober, .d8¥1, this department 
found it necessary eariy in. 1X2 to purchase 
for the use of the navy a larger amount of ar- 
hior-plercing sbeils and ammunition that it was 
Impossibie, under the circumstances, toob tain 
In the United States, of a domestic manufac- 
ture by the time within which it was ex- 
pected such ammunition might be required for 
active service.’’ 

The secretary of navy then relates how the 
department bought from European manufac- 
turers 96 ten-luch Firth armor-plercing shells, 
60 12-inen Holtzen armor-piercing shells ZUU G- 
inch, anc 200 8-inch Ho‘tzer armor-plercing 
shells, and 55v 10-inch ‘Hadtield common stells, 
the order being placed by ve.egraph and cable 
in January, lsvz. There was Inoney enough 
to pay for the ammunition, and there wus 
Money enough to pay all the other expenses, 
but it appears there was no fund available 
out of wnicn the duty on these goods should 
be paid. The customs officers were zealous, 
and saw Do difference between the government 
as a@ purchaser and any ordinary, every-day 
importing firm.

THROWN DOWN AND TRAMPLED. 


Excitement During a Fire in a {Belgian 
Theater. 


Brussels, September 5.—Shortly before 
the curtain was to rise in the Eden thea- 
ter, at_ Ostend, last evening, a gas jet set 
fire to the drapery of the proscenium box. 
The persons in the box tried to put out the 
flames, but ffailed. They then hurried 
from the theater. The audience had risen 
and many were going slowly towards the 
doors when the curtain caught fire. Within 
two minutes the stage scenery was ablaze.

COLONEL BRECKINRIDGE’S REPLY. 


He Demurs to Miss Madeline Pollard’s Suit 
on Technical Grounds. 

Washington, September 5.—(Special.)— 
William C. P. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, 
today, by his attorney, filed his demurrer 
to the declaration of Madeline V. Pollard, 
filed in the supreme court of the District 
of Columbia August 12, 1893, charging him 
with breach of promise of marriage and 
asking damages in the sum of $00,000. 
This was the last day, under rules of the 
court, in which answer could be filed to 
save a judgment being entered by default 
and it was within fifteen minutes of 
o’clock—the hour of closing the doors of 
the court—that the demurrer was handed 
to the clerk. The demurrer is exqgptionally 
brief and avers that the declaration of the 
plaintiff was bad in substance. ‘The demur- 
rer is based on the three following points of 
law, which will be argued in its support: 

1. The said declaration consists of three 
separate counts which improperly allege 
three separate contracts of marriage and al- 
lege -that said contracts to marry were 
subsisting at one and the same time. 

2. Not more than one contract to marry 
can subsist at the same time between two 
persons. 

3. The third count of said declaration is 
bad because it alleges matters and things 
which cannot be in law substantial facts 
necessary to constitute a cause of action, 
thereby violating rule 26 of the common 
law rules of the court.

IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


The Speeches Against the Home Rule Bill 
Proved Uninteresting. 

London, September 5.—The house of lords 
was filled today with members and visitors 
eager to hear the debate on the home rule 
bill opened. Although the conservative whips 
will net muster their full force before the 
evening of the final division, the opposition 
had in attendance today five members to 
every one on the liberal side. The galleries 
were filled with peers. The -strangers’ gal- 
lery was packed to suffocation. A peculiar 
feature of the crowd was the conspicuous- 
ness of the clerical element. 

Earl Spencer, first lord of the admiralty, 
moved the second reading of the home rule 
bill. He made a tame speech, barren of 
original thought or expression. He claimed 
for the govern#fent all honesty of intention 
in its work for the bill, and credited the op- 
position with being equally conscientious. 
He reviewed at some length the history of 
Ireland since the union. All the so-called 
remedial measures of the successive govern- 
ments, he said, had come to help the country, 
even had they not contained radical defects 
which would have rendered them useless 
nearly of late. His own personal experience 
satisfied him that home rule was the only 
possible solution of the Irish question. After 
dwelling upon the beneficent results to be 
expected from several provisions of the bill, 
Earl Spencer closed with the declaration 
that the Gladstone plan of home. rule was 
calculated to satisfy all the aspirations of 
Ireland to self-government. 

The duke of Devonshire, liberal unionist. 
moved the rejection of the bill. He contended 
that every class in Ireland except one was 
unionist, and was opposed to the measure 
umder discussion. id the government, he 
asked. believe that the manufacturers. mer- 
chants and traders of the country who op- 
posed the home rule bill mistake their posi- 
tion? @he wmion of freland and Great 
Britain, he said. had been a decree of nature 
which laws and treaties had only recorded. 
The present bill was crude and unworf¥aple 
and a violation of the constitution. 

The duke read his speech throughout, turn- 
ing page after page. The house showed very 
little interest in his remarks. 

Viscount Powerscourt, liberal unionist. was 
the next speaker, and the attendance 
dwindled while he enlarged upon the coming 
ruin of Ireland. Home rule would blight all 
industries, he said. 

Baron Brassey. liberal, spoke in support of 
the bill, and tha duke of Norfolk, liberal 
conservative, spoke against it.

ST HELENA’S HORROR

Not Less Than 150 Lives Were Losi 
There During the Hurricane, 


NEARLY ALL SURVIVORS ARE SICR 


The Water in the Wells Is Brack. 
ish, and Not Fit to Drink. 


INTERRING THE DEAD IS AWFUL 


Large Quantities of Disinfectants Have 
Been Ordered—Supplies Are Being 
Distributed Systematically. 


Charleston, S. C., September 5.—Dr. J 
W. Babcock, physician to the state Junatie 
asylum at Columbia, who was sent to Beau- 
fort to investigate the condition of the 
cyclone sufferers, has made his first report 
He has visited Ladies and Sst. Helena 
islands and reports that previous reports 
have not been exaggerateg. 

At Eustace place, on Ladies island, four 
miles from Beaufort, twenty-one out of 
thirty-one original buildings were entirely 
swept away, and those remaining are badly 
damaged. Wifty-one lives were lost at thig 
place. Forty-four bodies were buried in 
one grave. With few exceptions the dead 
were buried in hastily prepared cottins, and 
on account of the water-logged condition 
of the soil the graves could not be dus 
deeper than two feet. The effluvia fumes 
from the decaying bodies are fearful. 

Ur. Babcock has ordered more earth to 
be heaped on the graves and has ordered a 
large supply of disinfectants. He reports 
that there are no signs of fever among the 
negroes on Ladies island. 

He reports that probably 150 lives were 
lost on St. Helena island and that Dr. 
Peters, physician on St. Helena, reports 
100 cases of diarrhoea from drinking brack- 
ish water and 100 cases of malarial fever 
caused by exposure. He has treated 7 
surgical injuries caused by the storm. 

Dr. Babcock further renorts that relief 
committees are getting the distribution of 
food systematized, and have given instruc- 
tions that no supplies should be distributed 
among those who are not willing to de 
something to help themselves.

The state weather service 
gives the rainfall at the following points: 
Galveston, .07: Columbca, .08; Orange, .10; 
Brenham, .02; Hosuton, .05. All other points 
are nominal. 
Austin, Texas, September 5.—This section of 
Texas is suffering terribly for rain, and cot- 
ton has about succumbed for want of it. Two- 
thirds of the plant is beyond redemption, bo 
matter how soon or how much rain comes. 
Stock water is very STarce all over the country, 
and from points south of here most depivrab‘e 
accounts are received of the need of water 
and grass, and stéc k on the range will meet 
the winter in bad condition, and is is more 
than likely that the cattlemen will suffer se- 
vere loss befOre grass rises again.

Charleston, 8S. €,, September 5.—(Spe- 
cial-)—On August Ist, C B. Swann, one of 
Governor Tillman’s dispensary constables, 
seized a barrel of whisky in the custody of 
the South Carolina railway in this city. 
When the seizure was made Swann showed 
no authority from either the consignee or 
the consignor of goods, nor did he produce 
any warrant by virtue of which the search 
and seizure were made. 

When questioned as to his authority, 
he produced his commission as-a constable 
of the state. ; 

Swann was taken before Judge Simon- 
ton in the United States cireuit court on 
& petition to show eause why he should 
not be attached for contempt. He admitted 
at the hearing that his cause was of his 
eWn motion, and that the seized the goods 
Without formality of a warrant. 

In his decision just filed, Judge Simonton 
holds that Swann was guilty of an out- 
rageous Violation of law. and declares that 
lo searches and sezures of property can 
be made without due process of law. He 
adjudges Swann guilty of contempt of 
court, and orders that he be imprisoned in 
the Charleston county jail until he returns 
the Seized goods to the custody of. the re- 
celver of the railroad. When the goods 
have been so returned Swann is to suffer 
wail further imprisonment in {the county 
jail for three months and until he pays the

POULTRY RAISING FOR PROFIT. 


Advice to Those Who Would Engage in the 
Business. 
From Agricultural Department, Weekly Con- 
stitution. 

cae: Ga., August 31, 1893.—Editor Con- 
stitution: Some time since I noticed several 
articles from you in your valuable paper on 
the subject of poultry. I have a capital of 
$250. I am thinking of renting a place of 
four or five acres of land within a few miles 
of Atlanta, buying four or five hundred hens 
and selling eggs. I am thinking of starting 
about November ist. Please give me your 
views fully. Have I sufficient capital to en- 
gage in the business, and can I make it prof- 
itable? About how much will my monthly 
expenses be’ and how much my profits? 
Piease inform me fully what is necessary to 
commence the business and give me all in- 
formation necessary for a — to have,

We suspect that our correspondent is a 
novice, or has but little, if any experience 
in the breeding and management of fowls, 
and the following suggestions are based upon 
that assumption. We would first say, how- 
ever, that this editor has never personally 
engaged in the business, except as an in- 
cident to ordinary diversified farming. We 
have mated fowls, ‘‘set’’ hens, ‘‘fed the chick- 
ens,’’ and in many ways assisted the better 
half in the management of a few dozen hens 
and their progeny. The articles attributed 
to us were not original, but simply carefully 
selected. We have long been of the opinion 
that poultry raising on an extended scale 
could be-made a very profitable business, 
and have sometimes seriously thought of en- 
gaging in it.

lo Ke Apveaied. 


In the absence of City Attorney Patter- 
son, Messrs. Dessau & Hodges will repre- 
sent the mayor and council in their appeal 
from the decision of Judge Speer, of the 
United States court, to the circuit court of 
appeals in the case of the Georgia Packing 
Company vs. the City of Macon.

Five thousand dollars was 
for the benefit of his mother and $5,000 
for the benefit of his heirs, brothers and 
sisters.

QUARANTINE EXPEKIENCES, 


“How a Town Provided Itself with Officers 
and Shut Out the World. 


Waycoss, Ga., September o.—(Special.)— 
Hoboken, on the Brynswick. and Western 
railroad, has elected a mayor and aldermen. 

When the papers announced the first of last 
week that ail the tuwus and cities south of 
Atlanta had established rigid quarantines 
against Lrunswick, it dawned upon, the 
minds the population of that thriving 
little place that in order to be in the 
ring Hoboken should quarantine against 
Brunswick. They wer® perplexed because 
there were no mayor and council to make 
the quarantite legal. A bright youth sug- 
gested that a municipal election be held and 
&@ mayor and aldermen be elected at once. 
The effect of the suggestion was magical. 
The population, consisting of twenty people, 
of which there were eight men, assembied 
at the front of the railroad water tank. A 
chairman was elected and he appointed a 
secretary. The chairman called the meeting 
to order from behind a post on which the 
tank rested, while he sat quietly on a sill, 
the water dropping with some force dlown his

back. 

The citizens discu8sed the danger of the 
situation. One man said that it was time 
to call a halt to the chances of yellow fever 
getting a running start in the county and 
that oboken would not shirk the impor- 
tant duty expected of her by the worid in 
showing a willing hand to stop the yellow 
fever traffic from Brunswick. e said that 
he carried a musket on his shoulder four 
years for his country, and deserved a pen- 
sion, but was too brave, proud und patri- 
otic to ask for it. 

The speech was enthusiastically received. 
A mayor and aldermen were elected. The 
officers were composed of the entire adult 
population. A quarantine was ordered, the 
administration endorsed and a resolution call- 
ing for the repeal of the Sherman law was 
adopted. The meeting wound up by Henry 
G. Turner’s name being endorsed for the 
United States senate. —

Bribery, 
intimidation and repeating were indulg- 
ed in, and it is hard to tell which side 
has the blacker record. 

Toronto is the only large city on the 
continent without a Sunday street car 
service. The opposition to it is on reli- 
gious grounds, and in the recent election 
six leading newspapers joined the preach- 
ers in fighting the street railway cor- 
poration. Only one paper advocated 
Sunday cars. 

This unique city is proud of her pre- 
eminence in the matter of Sunday laws. 
Her people may break every command 
in the decalogue, but they draw the line 
at street cars on the Sabbath.

Certain newspapers and financial ex- 
perts propose that we limit gold and 
paper issues to the denomination of five, 
ten or even twenty dollars. 

The advocates of this proposition are 
monometallists who have seen the er- 
ror of their ways, but lack the courage 
to come out boldly for free silver coin- 
age. Their idea is to indirectly estab- 
lish bimetallism by making free silver 
coinage a necessity on account of the 
demand that would be created for some 
sort of small currency if gold and paper 
were restricted in the manner suggested. 

The New York Sun’and The New 
York World have been working for the 
gold standard, but they have recently 
shown a disposition to hedge, and they 
are among the leading advocates of this 
indirect method of inereasing our silver 
circulation. 

Gold monometallism is a wretched 
failure when so many of its champions 
zo to work at this early day to guard 
agninst its logical results. 

The restriction of all gold and paper 
issues to denominations of ten or twen- 
ty dollars and upwards would force the 
government to bimetallism, or. t#ade 
would come to a standstill at once. But 
why take this roundabout road to the 
free coinage of silver when the demo- 
cratie platform points out a short and 
straight pathway and solemnly pledges 
the country that it shall be followed to 
the end?

Gladstone and Home Rule. 
Mr. Gladstone has won-a victory over 
himself as well as over his opponents. 
The premier began life as a conser- 
vative in polities, and his social, political 
and religious prejudices arrayed him 
against Irish home rule. Gradually he bas 
overcome these drawbacks, and he is 
today cheered by the common people as 
the emancipator of Ireland. 
But this wonderful victory will yield 
no practical results for some time to 
come. It is true that the home rule 
bill passed the commons by a majority 
of thirty-four, but the lords stand in the 
way, and it is a foregone conclusion that 
they will reject the bill. Then, parlia- 
ment will be dissolved, and the bill will 
go to the lords a second time, as was the 
case with the reform bill of 1831, which 
gained the support of the upper house 
upon its second presentation. 
Many leading Irishmen declare that 
the bill will be defeated upon an appeal 
to the eountry, because the liquor laws 
and church disestablishment laws will 
hamper it. On the other hand, it is con- 
tended by well informed home. rulers 
that the lords will not be able to stand 
the pressure of public opinion, and that 
they will finally sustain the verdict of 
the house of commons. 
Men of all parties, however. agree 
that Mr. Gladstone’s leadership of the 
home rule cause for the past six years, 
his advocacy of it on the stump, and his 
management of the recent eighty days’ 
debate must be regarded as a tremen- 
dous triumph for an old man well along 
in the eighties. What the outcome will 
be remains to be seen. 
Overproduction. 
It frequently occurs that in trying to 
arrive at the cause that brought on the 
tightness of money, one of the various 
reasons assigned is overproduction. This 
is a false theory. Overproduction is 


money. It never occurs when money is 
plenty. Who ever heard of overpro- 
duction in the United States prior to 
1873? =Just as soon as the republicans 
began to curtail the currency, then we 
heard of the ery of overproduction. Ever 
since then we have been overproducing. 
Our country is the richest in products 
of all the nations in the world. Many 
of our staple articles have no competi- 
tion in the world worth speaking about. 
Our productions are so varied that we 
can live and thrive without the products 
of other nations. For that reason wages 
are better here than anywhere else in 
the world. It takes labor to make these 
products. Capital makes the profit after 
they are made, and it frequently becomes 
necessary for the capitalist to cry overpro- 
duction, for by so doing he gets the 
products cheaper. 

Sir Dudley North, an able financier, 
as far back as 1691, announced a far- 
reaching economic law, which has been 
verified time and time again, “that it is 
the poverty of the consumers which 
causes a glutted market and depression 
of trade.” 

A. man who lives on a diet of pork 
and beans, does not live on it because 
he wants to, but because he can’t do bet- 
ter. Suppose every man and woman, 
even in the United States, had all the 
cotton goods they needed, would there 
be any overproduction of cotton? If 
all the iron that was needed by railroads, 
manufacturers and farmers was used 
would there be any overproduction of 
iron? ‘There are plenty of men now in 
Georgia who eannot purehase more than 
two shirts who would have a dozen if 
they had the money to buy them. We 
have plenty of railroads that could use 
much more iron if they had the money 
to buy it with, and so it is with all arti- 
cles. 

A hungry man can perish-in sight of 
mountains of food, if he cannot get it, 
and freeze to death for want of clothes 
if he has not the means to procure them. 
It is poor consolation to tell him there 
is overproduction in food and clothes;

The inventor of the phonograph is 
not alone in his pessimistic views. A 
Denver special to The New York Trib- 
une has this piquant item about a prom- 
inent Methodist divine: 

The Rey. Robert McIntyre, pastor of 
Trinity Methodist church at a salary of 
$8,000 a year, formally renounces the re- 
publican party and declares that a new 
financial party will be formed and sweep 
the country. He says eastern chautauquas at 
which he has been speaking could not pay 
any money and will close permanent y. _He 
gives up hope of legislation favorable to 
silver, and thinks ruin, desolation and riots 
will come this winter all over the country. 
The tariff, he believes, will also be removed. 
He denounces the “metropolitan pres3”’ as a 
‘liars’ trust,”” and says cliy people of the 
east seem to hate the west. He says they 
took opera glasses to his lectures and viewed 
him as a curiosity. 

Between Mr. dison, who calls this 


‘country a national lunatic asylum, and 


Parson McIntyre, who sees nothing 
ahead of him but ruin, desolation and 
riots, there is no substantial difference. 
But the preacher innocently sustains Mr. 
Edison when he says of himself that the 
city people of the east took opera glasses 
to his lecture and viewed him as a curi- 
osity. That is just what he is—a curl- 
osity. The full grown American citizen 
who predicts ruin, desolation and riots 
for this country is an extreme pessimist, 
and the same is equally true of the man 
who believes with Mr. Edison that his 
fellow citizens are crazy. The pessi- 
mists are the real occupants of our na- 
tional lunatic asylums. Pessimism is a 
sign of a temporarily disordered mind. 

We are sorry to see these two bright 
and brainy men under a cloud for the 
time. With a reviving and rising pho- 
nograph and lecture market this winter, 
Messrs. Edison and McIntyre will come 
to the conclusion that the country is 
not going to the dogs, and that we may 
be happy yet. Our people are not all 
lunatics, and they are not going to tear 
down everything in sight, when there is 
more profit in building up. We are not 
so clear about the “‘liars’ trust,” but the 
indications are that the tidal wave of 
reform now rolling eastward from Den- 
ver will submerge it.

A few days ago a judgment was ob- 
tained in Denver against Stephen W. 
Dorsey for $450 for a piano. 


ried ten times $450 in his vest pocket for 
loose change, and any piano dealer would 
have gladly sold him a thousand pianos 
on long time. 

Stephen W. Dorsey was one of the 
most brilliantly successful carpetbaggers 
of his time. A Vermonter by birth, he 
acquired western ways early in life in 
Ohio, and after an uneventful career in 
the army appeared in Arkansas after the 
war, where his talent for political in- 
trigue enabled him to control the repub- 
licans of that state. He manipulated 
state issues of railroad bonds to such ad- 
vantage that he made a fortune. Then 
he went to the senate. From that time 
his political power declined, but his great 
eattle company in the west soon netted 
him millions. He was the Monte Cristo 
of the west. His cattle ranged on a 
thousand hills and he was a veritable 
king. 

But the exposure of Dorsey’s past in 
the star route frauds led to his ruin. He 
spent nearly all of his fortune to secure 
his acquittal, and a panic in live stock 
circles left him hopelessly in debt. 

The ex-carpetbag millionaire is now a 
broken old man. He will never regain 
his former place in political and _ finan- 
cial circles. The remainder of his life 
must be spent in dodging creditors and 
in dreaming of the days when he played 
the role of dictator and indulged in all 
the follies of a spoiled favorite of for- 
tune. 

There is a wholesome moral in the les- 
son of such a life.

A com- 
mittee of the American Ophthalmological 
Society some years ago tabulated the results 
of an investigation into the causes and pre- 
vention of blindness and ascribed the cause 
of over 22 per cent of the cases examined to 
diseases caused by this plant, while the 
cause of over 15 per cent more was ascribed 
to diseases known to the most common se- 
queis of these diseases. The little plant 
which causes this terrible affliction belongs 
to the lowest order of the fungi and is a 
single-celled plant known as @ Ccoccus, It 
propagates simply by division—-that is to say, 
the single cell, growing too large, splits into 
two more, usually into four, e 
in turn splits into two or four more as soon 
as it has absorbed sufficient nutriment. The 
propagation of the plant is very rapid, and 
its growth ip tbe tissues covering the eyeball 
causes such irritation and congestion as to 
cut off the supply of nutriment to the clearer 
part of the eye, so that the jocal death of 
the part, with consequent destruction of the 
power of vision, follows often in a few days 
or even hours. So far as is known it is car- 
ried- only by infection—It must be planted 
directly on a suitable soil before it can grow. 
This, in brief. is what is knowD of the- bac- 
terial cause of blindness.”

Phere Was much more than a suspicious 
quiver in the voice of the governor at he 
turned to the newspaper man who entered 
his otlice just as a party of five left. Then, 
in a voice that betrayed his emotion, the 
governor told the story. 

They were five of the most prominent 
business men of Conyers, Mr. Ilenry Me- 
Cord being the head of the delegation. 
hey came, not on any’ political business, 
not to urge the claim of any applicant for 
office, but laying aside their business and 
personal affairs they had voluntarily come 
to Atlanta to plead for the life of a poor, 
forlorn negro murderer whose death the 
law demands. Humanity inspired their 
visit. The negro was nothing to any one 
of them; he had not lived Jong in their com- 
munity and they scarcely knew him. They 
did know, however, that a fellow man had 
been condemned to death, and they be- 
lieved there were circumstances surround- 
ing the case that made it doubtful whether 
the crime was such as demanded the ex- 
tremest penalty of the law. 

It was this belief that brought them be- 
fore (rovernor Northen yesterday. Each 
in turn made a plea that the man’s lifé 
might be spared, “and as they talked,” the 
governor said, “their eyes filled with tears 
and they were all deeply effected. Had. it 
been a relative or a friend they@were plead- 
ing for they could not have been more 
earnest, 

“That's what I call true manhood.” he 
continued, “and as they Jeft I told them 
that while 1 might not be able to grant 
their request 1 was glad they had come. 
They have given me added faith in man’s 
humanity to man and 1 was proud of the 
state that numbered such men among her 
citizens.” . 

The Case of Henry Cohen, 

The negro in whom these gentlemen had 
interested themselves was Henry Cohen, 
Who is sentenced to hang at Conyers on 
I'riday next. The hanging, by the court's 
decree, is to be a private one and the gal- 
lows ig now ready and waiting. 

Cohen killed his wife and was convicted 
of murder jn the first degree. The one 
Witness to the killing testified that there 
had been a quarrel; thagthe wife, who was 
ill at the timey had asked her husband to 
comb her haig and that he had shot her 
instead. 

Cohen cinims the killing was purely acci- 
dental. Tle says his pistol was accident- 
ally diacharaad’ thle he was taking it from 
his pocket. A good many people in Rock- 
daie believe that there is doubt of his in- 
tention to kill the woman, and for that 
reason they are endeavoring to have the 
sentence commuted to life imprisonment.

NOT IN THE CHARTER 


The General Council Cannot Vote $10,000 
or Any Other Sam 


FOR THE HELP OF THE MANUFACTURERS 


The Committee on Finance Meet and Dis- 
cuss the Matter Fully—The City At- 
torney Delivers His Opinion. 


The Atlanta Manufacturers’ Association 
will not get the $10,000 the genera] council 
has been asked to give. 

City Attorney Anderson says that the 
charter under which the city lives pro- 
hibits the appropriation of money to any 
cause Whatever except those which are laid 
down in the charter itself. 

When Mr. Maddox and the gentlemen 
composing the committee from the mann- 
facturers association came before the gen- 
eral council Monday with their petition for 
the money they were extremely anxious 
to have the appropriation asked for passed 
up right then. They wanted no delay, and 
when the body by a unanimous vote de- 
cided to refer all the papers to the tinance 
committee Mr, Maddox at once approached 
Mr. Stockdeil, chairman of the committee, 
and asked him to cail a meeting of the com- 
mittee for the next day. Mr. Stockdeil 
issued the call for the meeting befure the 
council had adjourned, and at the same 
time iuvited the city attorney to be pres- 
eul. 

“I would like, too,’ said the chairman of 
the committee to the city attorney, “to 
huve you prepare an opilivun as to the le- 
pulity OL luis appropriation.’ 1 have geurd 
it said that ihe city council Cannot appro- 
priate money this way because the cuurter 
prouibits it. i'd jike for you to give that 
part of the question a Careful considera- 
uoh, and if it ig true, show us the law.”’ 

it Was 3 o’cock when the committee 
met, and of the committee Mr. Stockdeil, 
the Chairman; Mr. Sbeatie, Mr. Meador 
und Mr. Rice were present. So was the 
city attorney, as wel as Mr. Maddox, 
heading a committee trom the manutactur- 
ers’ association. 

Mr. Stockdell explained the object of 
the mecting and called upon Judge Aunder- 
sO, saying: 

“Have you 
judge?” 

“refore the judge is heard,’ remarked 
Mr. Maddox, “I'd like to say a word or 
two, if I’m allowed to speak.” 

‘The committee would be glad to hear 
from you Mr. Maddox,” said Chairman 
Stockdell. “‘We are here for the purpose 
of gathering all the light upon this subject 
possible and anything you can say will be 
Listened to with attention.”’ 

Mr. Maddox told the committee that a 
million dollars of money Was gent out of 
the city every month by the buyers of ar- 
ticles, while the same urticles which were 
bought with that mi.iion dollars were made 
right Jere in town. He advocated the 
recommendation of the appropriation by 
the committee and declared that it would 
do Atlanta more good than anything which 
had been done for a long time. Mr. Mad- 
dox said that he had heard that it had 
been said that the appropriation could not 
be made because the charter prohibited it, 
but he was of the opinion that the money 
could be appropriated to the committee on 
manufactures and statistics and that that 
committee, jike any other committee of 
the counci’, could disburse the money 
given it. 

Mr. Maddox was followed by the other 
members of the committee from the asso- 
ciation, and then Judge Auderson was 
called upon for his opinion. 

“I have given this matter.” said the 
judge, “all the study the Hmited time would 
allow, and after looking..ever it carefully 
I am of the opinion that the council can- 
not make the appropriation. ‘The charter 
of the city of Atlanta positively prohibits 
anything of the kind and I have no idea 
that if the appropriation were made an 
then ever questioned that it would stand. 
After Jooking into the matter carefully 
and as thoroughly as the time wouid allow 
I have reduced my opinion to writing and 
here itis. It is addressed to the chairman 
of the finance committee, Mr. Stockdell, 
and here it is:” 

Judge Anderson handed the paper to Mr. 
Stockdell, who passed it to Clerk o0d- 
ward. The clerk read the paper, and it 
was: , 

Vice of City Attorney, Atlanta, Ga., dep- 
tember 5, 1Svs—Hon. H. C. Stockdell, Chanr- 
man Finance Committee—Dear Sir: 1 regret 
to have to state that in my opinion it would be 
illegal for the mayor and genera: council to 
uppropriate the public moneys of the city to 
be used by the committee on manufactures 
and statistics in aid of manufactories Ccon- 
ducted by private persons, firms or corpora- 
tions in the city of Atlanta. 

By thre constitution of 1877 the power to 
do this is denied to the general assembly it- 
self—Coustitution, Art. vii, sec. 1. pier. 4. 
code 318v). Neither can counties do this, 
(code 5190)-being par. 2 of sec. vi of art. vi 
constitution 187,. And par. 1 of the same 
section seems in- spirit if not titeraily, to pre- 
hibit the exercise of this power by cities and 
towns (Cade 5180). 

So sweeping is that paragraph of the con- 
stitution that it was thougit necessary to ex 
pressivy except public schools in order to en- 
able cities to carry them on. 

And our «aharter, sec. 35 (on page 24, code 
1891) specifies the purposes to which the mon 
eys of the city may be appropriated: viz, in- 
terest, schoola, redemption of debt, streets, po- 
lice, public bui.dings and grounds, .ighte, 
salaries, relief, fire department, cemetery anu 
continent, And section 148 (pp. G8 and 69 
code 1891) recognizes section 35 as still gov- 
erning this question. 

No item of appropriation specified in see. 
3% of the charter could possibiy be strained 
to cover this except that of contingent. 

And of course it does not cover it. The oop- 
ject of the restrictions in the charter and the 
preseut state constitution was to prevent 
state. county and municipal aid to private cor. 
porations of all kind. even to railroads. 

That law writers hold this sort. of expen- 
ditures unauthotized see Dillon, Municipal Cor 
poraiions. volume 1. p. 282. see. 159 and notes; 
Ooe.ey on Tax. p, 126 and cases cited,

RAILROAD NEWS. 


What Is Happening of General Interest 
In Railroad Circles. 


THE QUESTION OF PARTY RATES 


No More Two-Cent-a-Mile Tickets Except 
According to the Strict Rule—Gossip 
Caugnt Here and There. 


There will be no more  2-cent-a-mile 
tickets issued to parties of ten by the rail- 
roads of this region of the south. 

This is the verdict of the commissioners 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 


Association sent out in a circular dateu | 


September 4th. 

It is a very important ruling and will 
be of double interest just at this time, 
when the immigration business is opening up 
in this part of the southern states. 

There js quite an interesting story back 
of it all. 

It is very well known to railroad men 
and to the public generally that up to this 
time any party of ten or more could get a 
reduced rate from. the railroads of the as- 
sociation of 2 cents a mile to any point 
along the lines composing the association. 
If a traveling passenger agent saw fit 
to do so in his wild desire to outdo some 
other competing line he could organize 
parties of ten or more and get this low rate 
for them. ‘The result was that the rule 
was abused. Many a time these agents 
could get people to wait over a day or two 
just in order to join a party they were 
organizing of more than ten with the as- 
surance that they could get the cheaper 
rate. This had a tendency to demoralize 
the legitimate work of the railroad pas- 
senger agents and worked against the in- 
terests of the railroads, too, and it was a 
step that gives general satisfaction to the 
railroads to inaugurate the new rule. 

Will te More Stringent. 


The old rule has not been changed. It 
has simply been restricted to apply to the- 
atrical, baseball and other companies giv 
ing public performances. 

Heretofore it has been 
mate for any company of ten or more, pro- 
fessional or otherwise, to get the rate of 
” cents per mile. A party of sthool girls 
or a party of pleasure seekers cowd ret the 
rate if they would see to it that they had 
ten persons in the party. Anybody could 
organize the party and get the benefit of 
the reduction. This tended to injure the 
"ailroads. . 
gi than this, the railroads of the south- 


perfectly legiti- 


ern association were alone in the matter | 
and when a party of ten immigrants went | 


from Georgia to the west, traveling over 
lines that had not agreed to this rule, it 
amounted to the southern roads paying a 
premium to the western roads when they 
made a reduetion over their lines. It went 
even further than this, and had a tendency 
to encourage emigration from this section 
and as long as the other railroads did not 
make the same inducements it is clear that 
the same tendency djd not apply to immr- 
gration to this sectio of the south. _ 

Thus it is clear that the rule was indi- 
recently working against the interests of the 
south and for the interests of the western 
states, where many of the best laborers of 
this region have been taken as emigrants. 

The rule was once in vogue just as it now 
is, but by some litigation and some ques- 
tion raised by the higher courts it was 
thought that it was illegal to make the re- 
duction of 2. cents per mile for theatrical 
compinies~and the like without making 
the same reduction for any othen party of 
ten. It was thought to be unlawful and 
for this reason the roads began to Issue 
the 2-cents-a-mile rates to everybody When 
a party of ten or more was organized. 
This was to avoid the charge of discrimina- 
tion. 

Not Discrimination. 

Since Judge Jackson, in Ohio, decided that 
this was net, strictly speaking,discrimination 
on the part of the roads the southern roads 
will go back to the old rule and will issue 
no reductions of fare to parties of ten or 
more unless they be theatrical, baseball 
or other companies giving performances 
in a professional and bona fide way. 

This rule is of special interest to the 
ruilroad men and the traveling public gen- 
erally because the emigration season 1s 
just opening and because the theatrical 
season is likewise nigh at band. 

It was found that theatrical companies 
would shun the south as iong @s the re 
dueed rates were not allowed them and 
this gives reason to believe that it will be 
an encouragement to the amusement com- 
panies to take the southern circuit 1m more 
ihan they used to do when the rate was not 
sllowed them. 

There are many benefits to accrue from 
this ruling. First of them ail. perhaps, 
ia the fact that it will reduce the numver 
of emigrants from this region of the south 
and will lessen the tendency to demoral- 
ize labor in this region of the country. — 

It is stated by railroad men of promi- 
nence in the association that the abuses 
of the old rule led to the change.

In their work 
the assessors have been diligent, and 
many new houses have been found, in- 
creasing the valuation pf the city’s 
property: fe 

“The work,” said Assessor Keith yester- 
day, “has been harder than ever before. 
We have had more territory to cover 
than we have ever had, but in doing it 
we have found more taxabie property. 
I mean by that the people of Atlanta have 
been building since we were out last, and 
fhe new houses have taken us to places 
we never thought of in Years gone by. 
Of course, the more new buildings we find 
the greater is the amount of taxable 
property. I can g've no idea of what the 
values will be this year, because we are 
not near through checking up, but I am 
gure that Atlanta will have a larger re 
turn this year than ever before. ‘Lhe 
people have been building homes, noetwith- 
standing the hard times. The more we 
tramp over the city ‘hunting for realty and 
personalty, the more we are all satisfied 
that Atlanta has been moving right along 
while others were talking about the hard 
times. The office work is slow, -because 
we haven’t the help we need, but we 
will be up with our report as soon as 
we cab.”

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The Boys Must Be Poor Players. 
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How It Has Affected the Crops Through- 


out the Country. 


MANY OF THEM HAVE BEEN IMPROVED 


W hile Others Have Been Slightly Damag- 
ed—The Weather Report as It}Comes 
Officially from the Bureau. 


Copious rains during the past week over 
much of the northwest section of Georgia 
have been very beneficial to crops. There 
is quite a number of localities, however, 
in the section that have had very’ little 
rain in the past three weeks and the con- 
sequent injury to cotton and other crops 
has been considerable. The continuation 
of warm weather throughout the entire 
week is causing cotton to open rapidly. In 
very dry places jit may be said to be open- 
ing prematurely. Unmatured corn, turnips, 
tobacco and gardens are also much dried 
up in some places for the lack of moisture. 

Excessive rain, drought and high winds 
during the season have caused a decidedly 
poor condition of cotton in the northern 
counties, although it is now maturing rapid- 
ly and picking is in progress. Planters all 
agree that there will be a decided shortage 
in the yield. Farmers are still busy in 
many localities stripping and storing their 
fodder crop. Late sown turnips will have 
to be resown. Sweet potatoes are general- 
ly growing rapidly, but there have not been 
as many planted as in past years. Irish 
potatoes are growing nicely and garden 
truck ig generally flourishing, with pros- 
pects of a large crop. 

Throughout the northeastern — section 
peas, potatoes and turnips are in good con- 
dition and it is expected by all farmers 
that good yields will be realized. Con- 
siderable damage was done throughout the 
section on the 27th to cotton and young 
corn, but good weather since has restored 
them somewhat. Cotton is slowly opening. 
The prospect is not as bright as it was 
two weeks ago. 

In western Georgia the weather condi- 
tions of the past week have been generally 
favorable to the maturing of cotton, late 
planted corn, etc. Warm weather is caus- 
ing cotton to open rapidly and picking has 
already commenced. Cotton appears to be 
considerably short of a full crop, owing to 
the more or less prevalence of rust ail 
along from very early in the 
season and besides the ravages of the boll 
worm have worked much damage. Corn 
is about all matured. A fair crop 
of fedder has been = saved. Peas, 
potatoes and corn are generally doing very 
well. Turnips in many places are sultering 
from the lack of moisture. 

From the central counties are received 
many complaints of the pvor condition of 
cotton, caused by the winds, drought and 
rust during July and August. Picking 1s 
being pushed forward as rapidly as the 
weather will permit. Some of the staple 
on the ground is not worth picking up, 
while a portion on the stalk has turned blue. 
Turnips are good and sweet potatoes upusu- 
ally tine. Jrish potatoes are scarce, as 


} Ot many were pianted. 


The effects of the hurricane of last week, 
which passed up the coast on the 27th, 
were felt by the farmers throughout the 
eastern section of the state, the greatest 
amount of damage being done to cotton 
and corn, which were blown to the ground 
and frow a quarter to a third of both 
crops will be destroyed by rot. What cot- 
ton was open was blown out and in many 
laces the seed is sprouting in the boll. 

eas and sugar cane were also injured on 
many plantations. Potatoes are in good 
condition. Young corn was in promising 
condition up to the time of the storm, but 
now much is destroyed. 

The gentle, but scattered showers that fell 
in southwest Georgia during the past week 
greatly improved all growing crops. Copi- 
ous showers fell on a few faims and were 
injurious to the opening cotton, causing 
the bolls to rot. ‘There have been a few 
complaints of caterpillars and boll worms. 
Gardens throughout the section seem to 
be ip a good condition. Rice is jn fine 
condition. 

The weather conditions in the southern 
sections have generally been quite favora- 
ble for the growth of crops. Cotton is in 
poor condition, owing to the unfavorable 
weather of past weeks. It has opened 
prematurely. Sugar cane and potatoes are 
growing nicely and a large crop of each is 
assured. Gardens are generally in a flour- 
ishing condition, but a little more moisture 
would probably be beneficial. 

This week’s reports are more full as to 
the damage done by the hurricane of the 
27th of August in the southeast portion of 
the state.. The counties on the coast suf- 
fered the most. In these counties, Bryan 
and Chatham particularly, the hurricane 
fury of the winds almost completely ruined 
crops, besides blowing down fruit trees, 
ete. Cotton and tide-water rice ip many 
places are almost a total loss. Irish pota- 
toes and sweet potatoes, beans, peas and 
everything else growing have all been 
damaged irreparably. Away from the coast 
the damage from wind and rain was much 
less. Rainy weather continued during much 
of the past week and crops of all kinds have 
hardly had any chance to recover from the 
violence of the hurricane. 

Special Keport on Corn. 


The reports on corn have been rather 
conflicting for the past few weeks and 
as the major part of the crop has now 
matured, special reports were this week 
requested as to the probable yield of the 
crop as compared with that of last year. 
From these it appears that the early and 
late crops have suffered about equally from 
adverse weather conditions, the drought 
of July damaging the early crop while the 
dry spell in August. injured the late. The 
yield will be best in the northeast section 
and nearly as good in the southwest. In 
these sections the heavy crop of last year 
will be exceeded by 5 to per cent. 
The lowest yield will be in the eastern 
counties, which were swept by the recent 
hurricane. Here the damage was largely 
on late corn, from which the fodder had 
not been cut. In this section the crop 
will be 15 per cent below that of last year 
Next poorest in yield is jn the northwest 
section, where the droughts have been 
most severe. The other sections of the 
state show moderate falling off from last 
year’s returns 
. Taking the entire estate into considera- 
tion it is safe to say that the corn crop 
will fall short of last year’s byi 5 to'6 per 
eent.. This will be a good crop and little 
western corn need be used this year. The 
quality of the grain is not the best, espec- 
ially in @arly corn, as many ears are only 
partially: filled and there are some rotten 


ones.

QNE-FOURTH OFF, 


North Carolina Farmers Lost Heavily by the 
Great Hurricane. 


Raleigh, N. C., September 5.—The fore- 
cast of the crop returns of the North Caro- 
lina agricultural department for September 
‘shows a depreciation of prospects of 25 
per cent from the August report. This is 
caused by the fearful cyclone that passed 
over the state last week. The damage was 
done ty severe wind and floods. Tobacco 
suffered more than any otuer crop. Corn and 
cotton ‘also were greatly damaged. The 
section beyond the Blue Ridge mountains 
suffered very little, while the Piedmont 
section was the greatest loser. The pros- 
pects in some sections are deplorable.

The Annual Statement of Postmaster 
Lewis Is Now Ready. 


A LARGE INCREASE OVER LAST YEAR 


Showing That the City Has Moved Steadily 
eForward—Receipts and Expenditures. 
for the Year—Other Itemsa. 


There are many ways of ascertaining the 
growth of Atlanta beside the offical count 
of her population. 

One of these, and perhaps the best, is 
furnished - by the annual report which 
comes from the postoffice. This report is 
an indication of the letter writing, and the 
number of letters written bears qa certain 
ratio to the growth and advancement of 
the city. 

The annual statement for the year end- 
ing June 30th has just been issued from 
the press and the figures will no doubt be 
of interest. ' 

The total receipts of the office, including 
the sale of stamps, stamped envelopes and 
papers, and from the several boxes, foots 
up the sum of $207,527.94. 

This is an excellent showing, compared 
with the statements of preceding years. 
For the year ending June, 1892. the revenue 
from the same ofttice was $194,801. The 
preceding year, it was $181,564 and for 
1800 it was $159,202. 

The increase in the revenue of the office 
for the past year has been over $12,000, 

Other indications may be inaccurate, but 
the above figures are carefully revised and 
represent actual cash that has passed into 
the coffers of the government. They repre- 
sent a marked increase in the patronage 
of the office which could arise from no 
other cause but an increase in the city’s 
population, as the rate of postage for the 
two years has been identical. 

Cost of the Service. 


The cost of living at the postoffice has 
correspondingly increased and this is due, 
of course, to the growth of the city, necessi- 
tating longer routes and new mail car- 
riers. 

‘Che expenditures arising from this source 
during the past year have amounted to 
$67,726.94. For the year before it was 
$64,330.39, showing an increase in the ex- 
penditures amounting to Nearly $4,000. 

The number of clerks employed in the 
mail service at the present time is 106. 
his is quite an increase over the year pre- 
ceding and is an indication of the in- 
crease that will be required for the coming 
year. 

There is a decrease for the year in the 
number of advertised leters, but the re- 
port shows a corresponding decrease for 
several years which shows that the country 
is becoming more expert in penmanship 
and in the care that is_taken in the direc- 
ting of letters. 

‘The number of money orders received at 
the postottice last year aggregate the sum 
of $1,047,079.56. 

Special delivery letters have been growing 
in popular favor, The number delivered 
for the year was 13,070 against a much 
smaller number for the year preceding. 
‘here were ¥,673 delivery stamps sold. 

There were 353,505 delivery packages 
handled during the year. 

Postmaster Lewis and his able assistants 
deserve to be congratulated on the fore- 
going statement. The affairs of the office 
during the year have been well managed, 
and all visitors to the office have been 
treated with deferential courtesy.

The department 
took notice of this, and, after investigating 
the matter, Sergeant Slaughter yesterday 
made a case against Sprayberry, and the 
case was tried jn police court yesterday 
afternoon. 

Attorney Robert Jordan represented the 
defendant, and he fought the case from 
the start. He fired into the witnesses and 
gamed his points. It became necessary at 
one point of the trial to have the evidence 
before the court that a had been 
issued to Mr. SpraYberry, and, to estab- 
lish this fact, Judge Calhoun gave diree- 
tions that Deptty Clerk Charley Rice be 
at once sent for, and, after an officer had 
gone for Mr. Rice, the judge proceeded 
With other cases.
